TOWN CLERK/TAX COLLECTOR 


I have held the position of Town Clerk/Tax Collector for the 
past eight years. I would like to outline for you the duties 
performed by the Town Clerks Office, Motor vehicle 
registrations, title applications and a State Approved Municipal 
Agent I issue decals, plates and do transfers, Other duties 
include Keeping and recording most all records filed with the 
Town, from appointments to dredge and fill permits, pole 
licenses, minutes of meetings, federal tax liens, UCC filings, 
writs of attachments, dog licensesy dump permits. I accept voter 
registration cards and am responsible for all vital records such 
aS marriages, births and deaths. I prepare the ballot for local 
elections and handle absentee ballot requests for all elections 
local, state and federal. I am present on election day to record 
the vote, prepare the report to the Secretary of States Office 
for state and federal elections and call in the results to the 
news median. I am responsible for preserving the ballots for a 
specified length of time, 


The growth of the Town has had tremendous impact on this 
office. The number of automobile permits increased from 
$79,248.50 in 1982 to $232,274.00 in 1989, Since implementing 
the Municipal Agent Frogram the Town realizes $2.00 in additional 
revenue for each decal and set of plates issued. In i%e7- 20 
amounted to $4,470.00, 


In order to be trained as a State Municipal Agent ai Town 
Clerk must be in the office for at lenst a year. AS an agent TI 
am bonded to handle state monies, deposit to a state account on a 
daily basis and am required to Keep accurate records of all 
plates and decals issued, 


Three years ago when the Municipal Agent Fragram was started 
the Town allowed me an assistant for 14 hours a week as the State 
prefers that at least two people are trained in the program. The 
second year the State had a new plate issue, putting the local 
program on hold. My assistant was taken oway as we were unable 
to collect the additional revenue that was paying her salary, 
When the program was once again in place it was without an 
assistant, 


In my position as Tax Collector I am responsible for the 
collection of all taxes committed to me by warrant issued by the 
Selectmen. These include property, wastewater, residenty current 
use and yield taxes. We currently mail about 1,800 property tax 
bills twice a year. Monies collected are posted, deposited an a 
timely basis and reported to the Town Trensurer weekly. 


Each year we mail a Barrington Notice which is an accounting 
of all taxes owed the Town by an individual, 


In 1988 we replaced the Tax Sale with the Tax Lien 
Frocedure,. The basic change was the elimination of the outside 
buyers who were getting an 18% return on their money. The Town 
Know holds all liens and renlizes all interest. Most Towns in 
the State have adopted the Tax Lien. After three years of 
failure to pay taxes, deeding results. A Tax Collector’s Teed is 
issued to the Town. Tax Liens are recorded with the Registry of 
Deeds and released upon payment in full, 


All of our tax information is now on computer making us more 
efficient in posting and having current tax status’ for each 
account readily available. 


Because of the increased worklond, part-time help is 
becoming a necessity, aside from the fact that there is not a 
Tleputy Town Clerk/Tax Collector as required by RSA, Shelley 
Johnson the Town Secretary/HKookKeeper has been trained as a 
Municipal Agent Assistant, so that she can fill in for me if need

be such as on Election Days when I am at the polls. Kecnuse she 
is not ono resident her duties are very limited. The amount of time 
that she is able to assist me is very little os her position 
demands most af her time. She does however, do most of the data 
entry on the tax accounts and for this I am very grateful. 


Qur office is one of very few that does not have part-time 
help, but more importantly and one of my biggest concerns is that 
there is no one toa take my place if for some reason I should have 
to be out of the office for an extended period of time, 
Unfortunately this position cannot be filled by “someone off the 
street" soa to spenky as it requires training and some Knowledge 
of the duties performed. 


Frivate business does not allow one person all the 
responsibility that I have and the Town i8 9 business, one that 
is continually growing. A position of this Kind involves many 
different aspects as I have outlined earlier in this report. I 
have tried for the past two years to convince various members af 
the Budget Committee and the Bonrd of Selectmen that help is 
needed. As of this writing, I have been unsuccessful, 


[If you have read this far you have seen that my position is 


one af responsibility. I was appointed in Aprily 1982 to fill 
an unexpired term. I owas given one week of training by the 


previous Town Clerk/Tax Collector and ane day of training by a 
motor vehicle representative. During that period [I was always 
making phone calls asking for help, attending as much training as 
possible and many times got through the day hy sheer 
Ppersaverance. Since that time I have cantinued ta attend 
training seminars, conventions and meetings thus enabling me ta 
Keep abrenst of the ever changing laws and procedures. Hopefully 
I have been able to ngsist the residents of this Town with many 
of their questions and concerns. 


Many of you reading this report may not be sympathetic to 
the needs of this officey however, I hope I have given you "food 
for thought." Three years without a vacation is a mighty long 
time. 


In closing ust let me say that I will be available with or 
without any help. The office will be open and the work will be 
done-+ Aside from the obvious I really do enjoy my position and 
the challenges that it presents. I hope that I will be able ta 
continue to serve you in the best way that I Know how.

The tremendous growth experienced in Pittsfield during 
recent years began to subside in 1989. Nonetheless, it was o 
year of considerable change. The Town vigorously moved forward 
on several fronts and there is every renson to believe that the 
community has a bright future. Discussions with the School Board 
make it clear that the educational system is in fine shape and it 
is equally clear that the Town is well on its way to solving its 
mast pressing problems. 

FERSONNEL 


The most dramatic changes in personnel took place on the 
Board of Selectmen itself. On August 24, 1989 John Stapleton 
resigned and was subsequently replaced by Neil Ielorey. In 
October John Genest, Sre- resigned and was replaced by Theodore 
Troughton, Koth resignations were accepted with deep regret. 


In September Fittsfield’s highly regarded Administratory 
[lonald Morgado, resigned to take a position in Moultonbora. 
Donna Webber, who had been hired as his assistant in May, was 
appointed Acting Town Administrator. After «a comprehensive 
searchy Ralph Tilton, Jr. was hired to replace Mr. Morgado, 
Other new faces in Town government include Vivian Simoneau who 


replaced Welfare [lirector Diane Burley in June. New Folice 
Officers include Jeffrey Miller who filled the new position 
crented at last year’s Town Meeting. New part-time Officers 


include Arthur Ste Laurent, Christopher Roney and Arthur 
Merrigan. In the Fublic Works Department Philip Gordon was hired 
to replace Kenneth Magoon who had replaced Feter Elliott. 


NEW INITIATIVES 


Aesthetics. Concern about the nesthetic appearance of Fittsfield 


stimulated the Selectmen to undertake several initiatives, 
Enforcing statutes agninst (junk yards was one approach (see 
below). A more positive approach was the creation of o 


Renautification Committee. Its work is noted elsewhere in this 
report. Hopefully the Committee will become a permanent fixture 
amang Town Committees. 


Memorial and Grammar Schools. In July the exchange of Berry Fark 
for the Memorial and Grammar Schools took place, Frohibitively 
high insurance premiums for unoccupied buildings made Lt 
imperative that temporary tenants be found until their ultimate 
disposition is determined. Negotiations were begun with the 
State to see if it might place the District Court in one of the 
buildings. After lengthy deliberations, the Board authorized 
leasing the Memarial School to the State of New Hampshire for a 
courthouse. The terms include a monthly rental of $1,131.00 with 
the State assuming the cost of heat, electricity, snow removal 
and lawn care. The State also paid for the entire retrofit of 
the building. The Town is obligated to provide janitorial 
services 8 hours per week and to maintain the building. Either 
party may cancel the lease on 120 days notice. 


Arrangements were also made with the Pittsfield Fartnership 
Council to house the "Clothes Closet" in the Grammar School. The 
facility is open on Saturday mornings for the distribution of 
food and clothing to the needy, 


The Selectmen continue to look for other temporary tenants 
for these buildings. Currently the Board is working with the 
Historical Society which is losing its quarters in the Old 
Academy Building. If arrangements can be madey it is likely that 
the Society will move into the basement of the Memorial School. 


Welfare, With the economy’s slow-down applications for welfare 


have increased dramatically. State statutes mandate payment if 
certain criteria are met. Thus, the Town has little control over 
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payments. In 1989 anticipated expenditures were exceeded by over 
$8,000, Under State Law, Towns are allowed to recoup their 
expenses by having individuals pay back the amount they received 
after becoming gninfully employed or by having recipients work 
off their debt. In Tlecember Elva Whittier and Paul Richardson 
were sworn in as Assistant Welfare Officers and charged with 
focusing exclusively on the collection end of the process, 


Industrial Development. Last year the Town voted to create an 
Industrial Fark Zone as a first step in attracting new industry 
to Fittsfield. The principal iden is to relocate new enterprises 
to the Town to improve the tax base and thereby help reduce 
property taxes. Turing the Spring an Industrial Development 
Committee was appointed to help further this objective. A 
summary of their work follows in another section of this report, 


Farks & Recreatione On November 20 the Selectmen met in a joint 
session with the School Board. One of the most important ideas 
to emerge was the development of a comprehensive recreation 
program for the youth of Pittsfield. Several ad hoc meetings 
have been held to discuss possible ways to coordinate, improve 
and operate such programs as those at DTrake’s Field, the swimming 
pool, skating programy, band concerts, youth activities (bay 
scoutsy girl scouts, youth baseball etc.) and the new Community 
Center. The Selectmen have placed an Article in the 1990 Warrant 
to formally create a Committee to investigate this topic, 


Fire Tlepartment Fersonnel. Considerable concern has been 
expressed about the need for a full-time Fire WUepartment,. The 
proposal has been placed before the Selectmen = and Budget 
Committee for the past two years. Numerous questions have been 
raised and remain unanswered. To help determine the need = and 
best approachy the Selectmen have appointed a specinl committee 
composed of firefighters and Town citizens to look into the 
subject. The Committee has been charged with issuing a detailed 
report in October to guide next yenr’s budgetary process. 


Town Hall Development Committee. The Selectmen have appointed a 
Town Hall Development Committee to look into the pressing needs 
of an enlarged municipal facility. Co-chnaired by Norma Gilman 
and Wilbur Maxfield, it has gathered information from the Town’s 
staff, Selectmen, the State and other individuals, Among the 
alternatives being considered are the Grammar School, Memorial 
School, Old Globe Building and a new facility or some combination 
thereof, 


Water Services. Cost of standby water for fire hydrants will 
increase from %39,827 in 1989 to an estimated $65,858 in 1990, 
This is due to a Fublic Utilities Commission approved 44% rate 
increase and a retroactive increase to August 1989 of an 
additional 6,118.00, The Selectmen have met with the Public 
Utilities Commission and Fittsfield Aqueduct Company and are 
exploring various alternatives and remedies to the current 


Situation. 
WORK IN FROGRESS 


Revaluation. The Town’s revaluation has been completed by Avitar 
Associates. The company hns reviewed nearly all of the abatement 
requests. The Koard of Selectmen is currently hearing appeals, 
Property owners have until March 20, 1990 to file. At the end of 
1989 the Town was evaluated at $148,013,212.00. The 1988 value 
before reassessment was $41,626,101,.00. 


Bridge Street Bridge. The Bridge Street Bridge has been examined 
by several engineers an our worst fears have been confirmed, 
All agree that it cannot be repnired. The cost of replacement is 
estimated at $850,000. A much less expensive approach would be 
to construct a wooden bridge. This possibility must be pursued 
in 1990, 38 
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Wastewater Treatment Flant. Upgrade of the Wastewnter Treatment 
Flant as ordered by the State is well underway. Aerating 
equipment from Germany will be received this month and 
installation will take place this summer. The Selectmen have 
asked for a partinl lifting of the moratorium on sewer hook-ups. 
This would ennsble the Tawn to collect hook-up fees ($2,500 per 
unit? to pay far the next phase of the retrofit. The fee was 
established after review and recammendation by Weston Engineering 
and the Sewer Committee and if ain Keeping with similar 
communities elsewhere. 


LEGAL ACTION 


The Selectmen desued several Cease and Tesiet Orders in 


1989, Among them were several to owners of praperty to stop 
construction oar remodeling of structures without ai building 
permit. Others were issued to prevent the use af new drivewnys 


Without permits, to stop the occupancy af rental units until 
sewer hook-up fees were ponid, to close rental units until 
occupancy permits were issued by the Housing Standards Agency, ta 
stop violating FPittsfield’s Zoning Ordinance and to prevent the 
use of improper septic systems. In one aunstancés, a police 
complaint was processed to enforce timber cutting permit 
requirements + 


The most time-consuming and expensive areas af legal action 
involved junk yards and defending establishment of the Industrial 
Fark Zone. Severn] Cense and UWesist Orders were issued ta stap 
the use of junk yards. Three were virtually ignored and thus the 
Selectmen pursued the violators in court. An order was obtained 
to remove a junk yard from Deer Run Road and a lien has been 
placed on the property to pay for the cost of clean up and legal 
@XPeNSes ¢ 


Ulespite numerous efforts to work out an amicable settlement 
With those who oppose the Industrial Fork Zone, a compromise has 
nat been reached. AL] attempts to resolve the matter out af 
court have failed. The litigants seem determined to press their 
case despite the fact that four different Boards of Selectmen 
have endorsed the ideny the Zoning and Flanning Boards have 
repeatedly endorsed it and the people voted averwhelmingly 431 
to 250 to crente it. The Bonrd of Selectmen heid «a lengthy 
public hearing on the matter during the summer and again 
concluded that all of the procedures for amending the Zaning 
Ordinance were property carried ante This view has been 
confirmed by Town Counsel. 


Qn October 18 9 tox deed was accepted by the Selectmen. 
The former owner has refused to vacate the premises. Counsel has 
been retained to handle the litigation. 


ORDINANCES 


Building Fermits. Turing 1989 approximately 83 building permits 
were granted. Nine were denied, most because they were not in 
compliance with FPittsfield’s Zoning Ordinance. Several of the 
individuals denied were referred to the Zoning Koard af 
Adjustment for a variance or special exception. On June 21 the 
Roard of Selectmen approved several changes toa the Building 
Fermit Ordinance to clarify its intenty bring it in line with 
State requirements and make its administration easier. Minor 
revisions were adopted in early 1990. All changes have been 
submitted to the voters for ratification at the March 1990 Town 
Meeting. 


Excavation Ordinance. Continued concern about the destruction af 


Town streets, roads and sidewalks by contractors installing and 
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repniring sewer lines, water lines and telephone cable resulted 
in the adoption of an Excavation Ordinance in July. It requires 
among other things the presentment of a bondy compaction tests 
and complete replacement of pavement. The contractor is 
responsible for the area excavated for 18 subsequent months. 
Before any penetration of streets, ronds or sidewalks may be 
made, a permit must be obtained from the Selectmen. Most 
companies have complied with the new regulations, but a few 
blatantly ignore them despite repented warnings. As a result 
the Selectmen have adopted a schedule of fines to be imposed = on 
offenders. The Koard intends to Vigorously enforce the 
ordinance, 


Sewer Ordinance. Upon recommendation of the Sewer Committee, the 
Board of Selectmen adopted o camprehensive set of new sewer 
regulations. One change directly affects property owners, In 
the past the property owner was ‘responsible for the entire 
lateral line from the main trunk to his home, even if the main 
line was across the street from his property. AS na result 
property owners were required to pay for broken pipes in rondways 
that were none or their doing. Keginning in August, property 
owners are to be responsible for repairs in the lnteral ance it 
leaves their property line unlessy in the exclusive determination 
of the Selectmen, the landowner caused the problem in the lateral 
Lines 


Farking OQrdinance. Farking continues to be a problem in the 
dawntoawn aren. New signs have been erected and certain streets 
such as Oneida Street have been posted for no parking. The 


Ordinance Committee is closely monitoring the situntion.s To help 
agllevinte some of the worst problems, new parking lines were 
painted during the summer in most of the downtown aren. 


Class YI Roads. The Selectmen have authority to (1) prohibit 
building structures on Class VI roads, or (2) to allow building 
ts the landowner signs statutorily provided WOLVers of 
liability. In the past Fittsfield’s Board has vacillated back 
and forth between the two. After considernble discussion and 
examinatian af the impact of both approaches, the Konard has 
agreed to allow building on Class VI roads as long as the waivers 
are siqned. An important cansideration in this determination was 
that to hold otherwise would prevent the tax assessors from 
assessing for road frontage on abutting properties. 


KUDOS 


The Selectmen would like to take the opportunity toa thank 
all members of the staff for the enormous contributions this 
Years To Tlonna Webber, who was forced into a very demanding 
position, we are especinilly apprecintive. Kudos go to Chief John 
Charron for his extra ordinary work in the [l.AsRe-E. Program and 
to George Eachelder and his crew who did a tremendous job in 
Keeping the downtown aren free of snow this year, Thanks are 
also extended to Chris Hipkiss who performed above and beyond the 
call of duty in working to upgrade the Wastewoter Treatment 
Flant. 


Special thanks are once again extended to Faul Kiel who 
lnbored as Ordinance Committee Chairman and to Carl Sherblom = and 
the Sewer Committee which carefully monitored work on Bow Street 
and completely revised the sewer ordinance. A special note of 
thanks is extended to [liane Burleyy Daniel Welch and the Farks 
and Recreation Committee for their work at the swimming pool and 
especially for their initiation of the new ice skating program. 


Finally, the Board would be remiss if it failed to mention 
the outstanding work of one private organization ~ the Fittsfield 
Community Development Corporation. Mr. Wells and his group of 
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volunteers purchased the Old Town Hall on Main Street, gutted the 
building and were successful in applying for oa $350,000 block 
grant to convert it into a community center. For this, the Town 
is eternally grateful.

DEF ARTMENT REFORT 


Turing 1989 the Fire Department responded to 318 calls. One 
hundred sixty-five (165) or S2% of these calls were for medical 
nid. A further breakdown of these cnlls is provided dJlnater in 
this report, 


In February, we accepted delivery of a new rescue squad 
vehicle. This truck has been a grent asset to the department and 
shauld aid us in serving the Town for many years to come, 


Members continue to spend many hours training on equipment 
to hone their skills as well as to maintain certifications, 


We have begun work at documenting all the various operating 
procedures, rules and guildelines that have developed over the 
years but have always been passed along by word of mouth. 


Using matching State funds, we have completed two (2) eneray 
saving projects to the fire station. New insulated overhead 
garage doors and storm windaws have been installed, A thard 
projecty to upgrade the existing electric heat to a more 
economical form of heaty has been delayed due to an engineering 
problemy but hopefully will be completed soon. 


In recent years, I have attempted to bring to your attention 
the problem we are experiencing with o lack of daytime help, 
This situation has not improved but in fact has deteriorated. I 
have included later in this report a copy of a letter put 
together by the Board of Fire Wards and provided to the Board of 
Selectmen and the Budget Committee which explains this matter in 
detail. I urge you to read it and contact me if you have any 
questions.

To the Koard of Selectmen and Budget Committee 


Over the years, the Town of Fittsfield has been well served 
by its Volunteer Fire Department. The men and women who have 
served in the Department have devoted countless haurs toa making 
the Department function well, from fundraising, to cnretaking of 
buildings and equipment, to training and emergency response, 
oiways Keeping the best interest af the Town and it’s citizens 
foremost in their minds. 


Howevery as the Town has grown and changed, the demands on 
the Fire Department and its members have also grown and changed. 
It has become incrensingly difficult and in some cases impossible 
to meet these needs. 


As Fittsfield has grown into more of a bedroom communityy 
With more and more of its residents working out of Town during 
the dnyy the make-up of the Fire [epartment has changed in much 
the same manner. While the Town has maintained a steady growth, 
the number of members in the Department, with minor fluctuations, 
has maintained status quoy yet most of the members now work out 
of Town and are unavailable to respond to emergencies during this 
time period. Turing 1988, 37.4% of the Department’s calls 
eccurred during this time and only 2 people were regularly 
available to answer fire calls. At this time we have 3 people 
generally available, We must also note that 3 employers have 
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raised their concern with the effect that their employees 
involvement with the Fire Department has on their business and 
that it may not be possible to allow the practice to continue, 


The expectations and demands of the community have risen as 
well. While it may seem to be a simple quick thing to issue a 
burn permity it can often be a time consuming matter for the 
issuer, from taking the phone cally, -waiting for the person te 
show up or going to inspect the burn sitey reviewing the State 
requirements for burning with the recipient, contacting the 
dispatcher ar towers of the permity to the follow-up visits. The 
time adds up quickly, especially when you consider that 171 
permits were issued in 1988 and 1989 has Kept pace with those 
numbers as well. 


All this must happen after the Warden or Teputy Warden 
returns home after work. We are constantly met with the person 
who can’t understand why we might to be immediately available the 
moment they want to get a permit or why we have to work on rainy 
days and can’t be available during those days. 


We have spent countless hours on inspections and 
reinspections necessary due to State and Local Ordinances as well 
as for State Licensing. Included in this category are xisting 
health care facilities, a. proposed henlth care facility, 
restaurants, day care facilities, oil burner installations and 
npartment buildings. 


We have also spent countless hours on plan reviews for 
developments, additions and sprinkler system designs. Trying to 
Keep up with the plan reviews for the Elementary School was a 


major problem this year which we found ourselves falling 
constantly behind ony thus causing problems and delays for the 
contractors as well as work that had to be redone, Not a 


Situntion we wished to crentey but conldn’t avoid due to personal 
time constraints. 


Often, we must take time from our regular obs to get 
equipment available for servicing This may include making 
arrangements for and getting a truck to a garage whether in Town 
or in anothery packaging and mailing pieces of equipment or 
meeting a. serviceman at the Fire Station to let them in and show 
them to the equipment and let them Know what the problem is. 


Some of us have been able to spend numerous hours at our 
regular jobs doing administrative type work for the Department. 
Whether making/taking phone calls or doing paperwork or reports, 
it’s got to get done sometime and there isn’t much free time 
with the family left to draw on. We’ve been able to get away 
with taking time from work in the past but there have been 
curtailments and restrictions place on this practice as it does 
get noticed, especially at performance review time. Is it really 
fair for volunteers to lose raises and/or promotions because 
their work for the Town is affecting their jobs? 


Citizens often call with concerns or complaints of things 
that they see happening in the community which they feel are 
dangerous and want looked into and corrected, if need bey, 
immediately. They have a right to expect this, but it’s not 
always possible to drop everything or even get after a situation 
like thisy as soon as we should or would like to. Realistically, 
it can not be done under the current situation which we operate 
ins Toes this make us or the Town negligent? 


Turing 1988, the Fire Department responded to 317 emergency 
calls, an avernge of 6 per week, 57.4% of these calls occurred 
during the day between 6:00 A.«M. and 6:00 FeM-e, when we have’ the 
least amount of help to work with, 2.2% occurred between 6:00 
PeMe. and midnight and the remaining 10-4% occurred between 
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midnight and 6:00 A.M. The total number of calls for 1989 will 
fall very closely to that of 1984. 


The minimum time spent on any of these calls is an houry but 
usually required more, often 2 to 3 hours. Same calls, the more 
serious ones, require several hours and on one call not to long 
agg, we were actively involved for a couple of days. Let’s not 
Kid ourselves, this could engily happen again at any time. 


After returning to the station from a cally it’s not enough 
to back the truck into the station, close the doors and go home 
or back ta work, The vehicle must be checked overy refueled and 
fluids checked, equipment must be cleaned and placed back into 
servicey supplies must be checked and replenished and the 
paperwork completed. Everything must be done toa inegure that 
everything ais ready for the next call. When o call comes iny 
that’s not the time to be wondering if everything 18 ready. 


At one time it was enough toa Keep a short checklist of who 
responded to on call, the dnote, the time ond location. Nowndays y 
in addition to the above checklist, there ig at lenst one State 
Pies? SACONDLGLe ska o Or EMS Colds. ind wat. minimums aoe brief 
narrative report on what the call was fory, what was encountered 
and what was done. The more complex the cally the more complex 
the paperwork. Some of this is done becouse it if required hy 
law, some for the Town’s protection and becnuse it makes good 
common sense. Insurers, lawyers and residents request copies of 
reports which we must provide due to the laws on rights to public 
information. It’s in the Town’s interest to have documentation 
of each coll, ain case someone for . their lawyer!) starts 
questioning you about actions you took no couple of years ago. A 
checklist won’t help you much and "IT don’t remamber" doesn’t cut 
it either. 


The Jaws and standards which affect Fire Nepartments 
continue to change and new ones continue to sprout up. Three 
examples from the last three years, which I will further explain 
are: SARA, NFFA L500 and Senate Bill 87-FN, 


SARA » which etands f cant SuperFune Amendments mri 
Reauthorization Act of 1986, wos passed into law by Congress to 
address growing concerns about hazardous materials. SARA 


requires e@ach community to nesess the potential for a hazardous 
Materials incident, identify and maintain a file available to the 
public of the hazgardous materials regularly in the community, 
nesess the community’s ability to handle an iaincident involving 
any of those materinls including resources available and those 
that are needed and to draw up a plan for handling an incident 
invalving any of these hazardous materinils. If it i6 determined 
that a community i6 not currently able to handle an incident of 
this type, then a pian must be drawn up an how to bring it alang 
to the point where it would be able to handle this type of 
incident. These plans musty, by law, be Filed with the State and 
are long overdue, 


The Selectmen had appointed o committee to accomplish the 
requirement of SARA and initial meetings were held to begin this 
process. However, the task was never finished and as yet na plan 
has heen filed with the State or even created for that matter, 
SARA also included provisions for stiff penalties for failure to 
comply as well as provisions for civil linbility. 


How does this affect the Fire Yepartment? We were 
identified early on as being the most involved, if any type of 
incident did occur and as such would benefit most from an action 
plan as well as identified resources, special training or 
equipment. Further, once the plan is developed, we will have a 
great deal of work to do incorporating the plan into our standard 
operating procedures, meeting the necessary training requirements 
and meeting the other tasks required of us by SARA. 
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NFFA 1500 is a standard on Fire Tepartment Occupational 
Safety and Health Frogram, which was adopted by the National Fire 
Frotection Association (NFPA) in 1987. NFFA 1500 is not a law, 
however 16 a nationally recognized standard. It and all the 
other standards adopted by the NFFA are nationally recognized and 
used by Fire [lepartments, communities, business and industry, 
insurance companies and court of law, as specific guidelines as 
to how various aspects of fire protection should be, 


Qur own insurance carrier for workmen’s compensation has 
strongly recommended that we get involved with bringing our 
department into compliance with NFFA 1500, Immedinte compliance 
in full isn’t expected, but a sincere attempt to begin the 
process is advisable. 


The underlying factor of all aspects of NFFA 1500 is the 
need for meticulous and exhnustive record Keeping. Fram adoption 
of policies and goals, to clearly defined roles, responsibilities 
and operating procedures, to detailed recording of implementation 
and use of these procedures. Everything must be documented, 

The arens specifically covered include, training (basic 
structural and more advanced training as well as review 
frequency); purchase, design, training, riding ony driving and 
operation of department vehicles and equipments; inspection, 
maintenance and repair of vehicles, self contained breathing 
apparatus (SCRA) and other equipments; protective clothings pass 
devises; ropes; eye, face and hearing protection; emergency 
operations; fire station safety; and henlth maintenance, 


Under the provisions for health maintenance, we must 
establish a primary relationship with at least one physician to 
assist and guide us in the various aspects of health maintenance 
including pre-entrance physical examinations, regular physical 
examinations, physical fitness programs, health data base of all 
members, contagious disenses and occupational in juries and 
ilinesses. 


NFPA 1500 18 0a complex standard and will require aiéegreat 
deal of thought and time in order to properly manage it. 


Senate Kill 87-FN was passed into law by the NH Legislature 
in June of 1989 to become effective on January 1, 1990. This law 
provides for ‘Notification of Firefighters, Emergency Medical 
Care Froviders and Police Officers after exposure to infectious 
disease." 


By law we must establish a "Medical Referral Consultant", 
preferably a doctor, who will aid us in handling exposure 
incident reports and recommend and implement appropriate 
treatment if need by. 


Each time an emergency care provider sustains an unprotected 
exposure to blood or other potentially infectious material or 
suspects an exposure, he or she is to fill out and file the State 
provided incident report form. We must then see that it is 
followed up with the hospital receiving the patient, the Medical 
Referral Consultant and the Division of Public Health. 


All this must be done in a timely manner. It also spells 
out the potential for a great deal of time spent chasing doctors, 
hospitals and the exposed worker. 


This report only provides a brief synopsis of some of the 
things involved in running your Fire [epartment and can’t 
possibly touch on all the little and not so little details 
involved. Someone has to shovel the walkways and hydrants; mow 
the lawn; clean the station and trucks$ check, order and pick up 
supplies; put up and take down Christmas lights; apply for grant 
money; train themselves as well as new members; maintain the 
station, trucks and equipment; etc. The members of the Fire 
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Tlepartment give freely of themselves to do thisy but it has 
become overwhelming a5 well as discouraging not to be able to 
Keep up. We have limitations and we fully understand that the 
voters have a right to accept these limitations and the risks 
asseaciated with them, But we want the voters to be able ta make 
an informed decision before choosing to accept these limitotions 
and that is what this report i6 all about. 


By accepting these limitations and continuing to operate the 
Fire Department as we have in the past with only volunteer helpy 
the vaters must understand that it is not possible to snotisfy all 
their demands and request in a timely manner or possibility «at 
all ooand that we can not provide a rensonnble nesurance thot we 
Will be able to provide an emergency response during the daytime 
hours. We alsa risk running afoul of the law. 


There are other alternative, but they cost money. We are 
cognizant of the financial burden the taxpnyers of Fittsfield 
already face and don’t take lightly proposing additional costs, 
we ure residents and taxpnyers as well. After carefully weighing 
the pros and cons of various alternatives we offer the following 
proposal for your consideration, 


We propose ta hire two (2) full-time employees for the Fire 
Tepartment, one captain and one firefighter. The captain would 
have supervisory responsibility for the firefighter and would 
provide the much needed leadership role needed for emergency 
operations during the day when all ather cammand officers are 
away from Town at work. They would report toa the Fire Chief and 
together be responsible fary providing a prompt daytime emergency 
response, inspections and plan reviews, housekeeping, vehicle, 
equipment and station maintenancey trainings burn permits; public 
education, administrative tusks and other miscellaneous tasks 
assiqned by the Fire Chief. We also propose that a portion of 
their time could be set aside for assisting with Housing 
Standards Agency inspections, which is also hnrd pressed far 
help. 


This proposal would help to free us fram the time consuming 
day ta day tusks of operating the Fire Tepartment and allow us to 
spend mare time with the management and administration af it and 
thus better provide the Kind of service that the community 
deserves.

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 
Turing the calendar year 1989, the State of New Hampshire 
experienced an average number of wildfires. The three lending 
causes of these wildfires were fires Kindled without written 
permission of a Forest Fire Warden, children and debris burning 
fires that escaped control. All af these cnouses are preventabley 
but only with your help. 


Flease help our Town and State forest fire officials with 
forest fire prevention. By New Hampshire State law (RSA 224327) » 
no person, firm or corporation shall Kindle or cnuse to be 
Kindled any firey, except when the ground is covered with snowy, 
without first obtaining a written permit from the Forest Fire 
Warden of the Town where the burning is ta be done. 


In order to eliminate false alarms, it is advisable to 
notify your local fire department whenever you intend to do any 
outdoor burning. 
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Violations of RSA 224327 are a misdemeanor and you are nalso 
liable for paying all fire suppression costs (RSA 224128 and RSA 
224236). 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forests and Lands 
assisted many Towns in wildland fire suppression during 1989 
including several large fires in the Concord and Chesterfield 
areas, as well as the 100 acre fire on Mt. Belknap in Gilford, 
New Hampshire,

The year of 1989 proved to be a productive yet a busy year 
for the Folice Ilepartment. 


The following indicates the increase in the Department 
activity from 1988 to 19893

In June of 1989 the Folice Department hired a fourth full~ 
time officer, Officer Jeffrey Miller recently attended the N.H,. 
Folice Academy. Upon graduating from the Academy, the Department 
now provides 24 hour protection Thursday through Sunday. 


As mentioned last year, 42% of the criminal offenses where 
committed after the duty officer had secured for the night. Now 
with the presence of an officer working the night shift, this 
percentage has lowered to 19%, Qut of the S51 criminal reports 
takeny 19% ar 104 criminal offenses occurred on the nights where 
there was no 24 hour coverage. 


The Department initiated a drug Awareness program this past 
years The [D-A.R-E. Fragram (lirug Abuse Resistance Education) was 
implement into the Elementary School. For 17 weeks an officer 
goes in the 6th grade classroom and teaches students about peer- 
pressure, self esteem, how to say no to drug offers, as well as 
other important issues pertaining to drug abuse. Not only does 
the officer spend time in the classroom, but he also interacts 
with the children at lunch time and recess. I foresee positive 
results from this program in the future, 


As always, it is important to remember, that wey the members 
of the Fittsfield Police Department are here to serve and protect 
youy the citizens of Pittsfield.

SUPERINTENDENT OF PUBLIC WORKS REPORT 


Turing the first part of the winter of 1989, the Highway 
Tepartment was busy Keeping the roads sanded from the many ice 
storms. Faced with the problem that almost every culvert in Town 
was frozen from the lack of snowy we built our own set-up for 
thawing them. 


Mud senagon was short and we started spring grading early. 
We cleaned the sidewalks and streets in time for Memorial May. 
Fallowing that, we extended the catch basin system on Chestnut 
Street Extension and replaced the catch basin system and added 
new basins on Qneida Street. We then cleaned the streets and 
sidewalks again for the 4th of July and the Bailoon Sally. We 
also moved the parks, cammonsy cemeteries and traffic islands. 
Roads were graded throughout the summer as needed. 


Curing the fall, we graded the roads again and continued 
with the brush control program we started last year. We 
delivered a total of 116 tons of chips to Timco in 1989,

The second step towards the upgrade of the Treatment 
Facility was completed Inst year, This included the electrical 
engineering work and the selection of an aeration system, The 
upgrade will require a new power transformer and service entrance 
along with 20,000 feet of electrical cable and associnted control 
panels and equipment. 


The new neration system will consist of nine surface 
neratarsy, totaling 100 Hp, placed on the existing three lagoons. 
Two of the nerators are existing and seven new aerators have been 
ardered and will be arriving this springs Much of the electrical 
equipment has also been purchased and is on site, 


The plan for 1990 will be for the installation of the new 
equipment and the discontinued use of the original naerntion 
system which has posed a problem to the operation of the plant 
for the past ten years. Upon campletion of the installation the 
Town plans to request a partial lifting of the sewer hook up 
moratorium, The manies then received from the hook up fees will 
be used tao camplete the upgrade, 


The final configuration of the plant after the upgrade will 
have the large lagoon dividedy by a baffle, into two ceéells and 
the level of the lagoons raised a foot. This will incrense the 
Capacity of thevplanteby a4 andelend. ta the total lifting of the 
sewer hook up moratorium.
